I, Bettye Thomas, declare as follows: 

1. I am employed by the United States Postal Service. I am an administrative clerk 
in an Express Mail Office, located at 7001 S Central Ave, Room 335, Los Angeles, CA 90052- 
9601, and have held that position at least since Saturday, July 26, 2003. 

2. As a requirement of my position with the United States Postal Service in its Los 
Angeles Express Mail Office, I have personal knowledge of the general Express Mail routing 
processes and procedures in the Los Angeles area. 

3. A true and correct copy of Express Mail Label No. EV313253219US is attached 
hereto as Exhibit A. 

4. As indicated on the Express Mail Label No. EV31 32532 19US, the package was 
checked in at a processing facility located in the zip code 90080 at 12:30 a.m. on July 26, 2003. 

5. The processing facility in zip code 90080 is located at Worldway Processing 
Center ("Worldway"). Worldway is a postal processing facility, and does not receive packages 
directly from customers. Packages received and processed at Worldway are all delivered to 
Worldway from other postal locations. 

6. Any package checked in at 12:30 a.m. on July 26th at Worldway, including the 
package bearing Express Mail Label No. EV313253219US, must have been previously received 
at a different postal location. The retrieval of a package deposited by a customer at a postal 
location other than Worldway, and subsequent re-routing and delivery to Worldway, normally 
takes longer than 30 minutes. Therefore, the evidence indicates that the package checked in at 
12:30 a.m. on July 26th, 2003 at Worldway, bearing Express Mail Label No. EV313253219US, 
was deposited by a customer at a postal location other than Worldway prior to midnight, in other 
words on July 25, 2003.
